In this 
connection, his closest friend, 
Marshal Rokossovsky, also deputy 
minister of defense, was dis- 
patched to the Turkish border well 
ahead of the “relief’’ of Zhukov. 


Third Piece 

A third piece which fits into the 
jigsaw puzzle is the appointment 
of Marshal Rodion Malinovsky as 
replacement for Marshal Zhukov. 
Malinovsky is a popular hero to 
match that of the deposed mar- 
shal. He fought\ in the first world 


war as a boy of 16 and later made 
his way to France and served in 
the trench, fighting there with a 
Russian -brigade station next to 
the French and Americans. A 
statement credited to him from 
those days was that, “In spirit the 
Russians and Americans get along 
better than any two nationalities 
—especially when it comes to hav- 
ing a drink or smashing glasses 
in a cafe.” 

Malinovsky was then a soldier 
of the Czar. But when revolution 
broke out he made his way back 
to Siberia and joined the Commu- 
nists. In the second world war he 
was one of the major heroes.

The National Assembly early to- 
day turned down Socialist Guy 
Mollet’s bid to head a new French 
government. 

The official count showed the 
former Premier was rejected by 
a vote of 290-227. 

He was the fourth to try form- 
ing a cabinet since the govern- 
ment of Premier Maurice Bour- 
ges-Maunoury fell four weeks ago. 

Mollet’s defeat was presaged 
last night when the Independent 
Republicans and Peasants, con- 
trolling 99 of the votes counted 
upon by Mollet to give him a total 
of about 270, decided to vote 
against him. 

This was repayment for the So- 
cialists’ refusal last week to sup- 
port the Independents’ Antoine Pi-

“‘a periodic exchange of radio and 
TV broadcasts of commentaries 
on world events.”” Zarubin spoke 
of “an exchange of radio and 
television broadcasts on science, 
techniques, sports, industry, agri- 
culture, education and health.” 
The Russian also suggested ex- 
change of musical programs.

In other words, the Soviet Union 
is willing to exchange programs 
on almost any subject except the 
one the U.S. wanted to deal with: 
general world news and political 
interpretation.

‘Morton Sobell, convicted with |

Court today in his legal fight to 
get out of prison. 

The court rejected without com- 
ment a petition asking that it re- 
verse itself and grant Sobell a re- 
view of his conviction. 

It was the seventh time the 
court has turned down applica- 
tions of one sort or another in So- 
bell’s behalf, each time leaving 
the conviction undisturbed. 

Sobell, now 38, is serving a 30- 
year sentence in Alcatraz. The 
Rosenbergs were executed in 
June 1953. ' 

Sobell’s latest request for a Su- 
preme Court hearing was hitched 
to the cross-examination of Mrs. 
Rosenberg when she testified in 
her own behalf in U. §S. District 
Court in New York. 

In cross-examining her, govern- 
ment prosecutors brought out that 
she had claimed the Fifth Amend- 
ment privilege against self -in- 
crimination before the grand jury 
which indicted her, to the same 
questions she answered in her di- 
rect testimony. 

Sobell, who did not take the wit- 

ness stand, contended in his latest 
appeal that this cross-examina- 


tion had an adverse effect upon 
him and caused the trial to lack 
“essential fairness.”

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Zhukov Ouster Is 
More ot the Same 


The Russians continue to dominate the 
headlines and Western diplomats seem 
almost as confused as is the average man 
about what’s going on. 


Ouster of Marshal Zhukov as Defense 
Minister does have considerable signifi- 
cance but what effect it will have on the 
Soviet’s internal and international policies 
remains to be seen. It doesn’t matter to 
what new post he may be appointed, the 
marshal cannot have the power he held 
as head of the armed forces. 


The popular Zhukov evidently again 
is a victim of his own popularity. It was 
through him that Lavrenti Beria, head of 
the dread secret police, was destroyed 
and along with him much of the power of 
the police itself. As head of the armed 
forces, Zhukov apparently had more pow- 
er than any man in Russia. It was through 
use of this power that Khrushchev had 
been able to eliminate Malenkov, Molo- 
tov and other possible rivals. 


Khrushchev now has given Zhukov 
the same treatment. He has removed one 
other obstacle in his march to absolute 
dictatorship in the established Kremlin 
pattern. The surprise, if any, is that the 
Communist Party machinery has proved 
to be strong enough to challenge the 
Army. Significantly, the shift was made 
while Zhukov was out of the country. 


On other fronts the Russians continue 
their aggressive tactics. They have signed 
a 100-million-dollar assistance pact with 
Syria at a 2% per cent interest rate. This 
will further their hold on that country 
while giving them a massive propaganda 
weapon for use throughout the Middle 
East. That area is and will continue to 
be the major field of contest in the cold 
war and is the most likely spot for ex- 
plosion of a shooting war. 


In the United Nations, too, the Rus- 
sians keep up their offensive. Yesterday 
they proposed that the General Assembly 
take disarmament negotiations out of the 
hands of the atomic “big five” and en- 
trust them to all the 82 members of the 
U.N. This tactic, too, is designed for 
propaganda. It is aimed again at forcing 
acceptance of Soviet disarmament terms 
which give Russia all the advantages. 

There is, of course, genuine fear 
among many of the small nations of 
atomic war. It is this fear of which the 
Russians hope to take advantage. 


So whatever else it means, the ouster 
of Marshal Zhukov does not mean any 
letup in the cold war nor any lessening 
of the nerve-wracking pressures of ag- 
gressive communism.

Klan in Proper Light 


The governor of South Carolina last 
week had a lesson in Klanism. 

A Klansman of sorts said South Caro- 
lina Gov. George Bell Timmerman said 
in a speech at Greenville if integration 
troubles arose in the state, he, Timmer- 
man, would see that the Klan got arms. 

Gov. Timmerman promptly denied the 
allegation. Indeed, he went so far as to 
say he believes the Ku Klux Kian is 
Communist-inspired. 

We doubt that although we do not 
doubt that the Klan in its methods pleases 
the Communists immensely. 

The Greenville allegation is a re- 
minder to the governor of South Caro- 
lina and all others in positions of lead- 
ership that the mob is always ready, 
waiting to go into action at the slightest 
encouragement. 

These are times, as one outstanding 
Southern church leader has said, that call 
for disciplined minds and disciplined emo- 
tions. 


State Traffic Accidents 
Could Be Cut Further 


Progress being made in cutting Geor- 
gia’s traffic toll is encouraging but there 
still are some glaring faults to be over- 
come. 

The fact that 35 per cent of all high- 
way accidents in Georgia during the first 
nine months of this year involved vehi- 
cles of 1951 vintage or older indicates 
there are many old cars operating with 
mechanisms rendered imperfect through 
wear and tear. 

Accidents are caused by mechanical 
failure or human error. Both areas need 
more attention, 

Georgia should have compulsory ve- 
hicle inspection. Mechanical imperfec- 
tions should be found and their correction 
made mandatory. 

Human error on the highway would 
be lessened through a statewide driver 
training program and by traffic schools

Mayor Hartsfield Cited 


Among Nation’s Best 


Fortune Magazine, a publication de- 
voted to American business, has pub- 
lished its third chapter in a study of 
American cities. 


Atlanta’s mayor, William B. Harts- 
field, is listed as one of the nine best 
mayors in the 23 cities with populations 
of 500,000 or more. The other eight are: 
Wagner, of New York; Dilworth, Phila- 
delphia; Daley, Chicago; Tucker, St. 
Louis; Lawrence, Pittsburgh; Zeidler, Mil- 
waukee; Morrison, New Orleans, and 
Taft, Cincinnati. 


Theme of this third article is the 
problem the big cities must face. Hemmed 
in by suburbs, often hostile; worried by 
the flight of the middle class, hard pressed 
to maintain services, rebuild slum sec- 
tions, and with the general, increasingly 
expensive job of housekeeping the task 
of city government is a Herculean one. 

Mayors, too, are “hemmed in.” State 
legislatures are usually unsympathetic. 
Colorado is listed as an example but it 
would fit many others. Its legislature gave 
Denver $2,300,000 a year for its school 
system of 90,000 children, but gave next- 
door senvirural Jefferson County $2,400,- 
000 for a system of 18,000 children. 


Fortune took certain indexes and fed 
them into a univac machine. From these 
results it formed its conclusions. 


That Mayor Hartsfield emerges as one 
of the nine best mayors of the country’s 
larger cities is not surprising. He has 
demonstrated that for a good many years. 
Under him Atlanta steadily has improved 
its position. Its bonds bring premiums. 
Its affairs have been managed efficiently 
and with honesty. No scandal has touched 
the financial administration of the city. 

The indexes also placed Atlanta first 
in the nation in good regional planning. 
We are not a clattering city, and scored 
well in this field. This noise abatement 
does not include, of course, horn blowing, 
of which we have a gracious plenty. In 
other indexes only four cities are listed 
and Atlanta is not one of these. Obviously 
though, with Mayor Hartsfield’s selection 
as one of the nine best mayors, the city 
scored well in all, 


Fortune notes, too, that Mayor Harts- 
field has succeeded despite the fact he 
has few executive powers. Few Atlantans 
realize this fact. Council is the real power 
and that it and the mayor have worked 
so well together is a tribute to both. The 
results are good and we congratulate 
council and the mayor.

While the 
President has rejected any grandiose shift such as a “Manhattan 
Project” which in the judgment of nearly everyone is too late to 


be effective, my information is: 

That Eisenhower is stirring 
things up very considerably in 
order to step things up. 

That additional funds will be 
made available all along the line 
for research and development. 

That Secretary of Defense Neil 
McElroy’s directive that he re- 
ceive weekly reports on missiles 
and that any problem creating 
delay be brought directly to him 
is only a first step leading to- 
ward further and if necessary 
radical reorganization. 

Secretary McElroy has the ad- 
vantage of coming to his job 
without any past responsibility 
for what has gone wrong—or 
right—in the Pentagon. He has 
no vested interest in the way 
things have been done up to 
now and he has been told by the 
President to use an absolutely 
free hand to get on with the job. 

You rarely, if ever, find poli- 
ticians, whether they be sheriffs, 
congressmen or presidents, who 
can bring themselves to admit 
publicly that they made a mis- 
take. I can’t recall an example 
offhand. 

I suspect that if Eisenhower 
and the National Security Coun- 
cil had it to do over, they would 
have decided that the United 
States ought not to be second— 
how far second we don’t yet 
know—to launch an earth-satel- 
lite. (I do know that White House

Camouflage Is Key To Making 
These Birds ‘Caw-Cawl It’? Quits 


Hunters wishing to get a warmup before the main 
hunting season can get plenty of shots at crows. 


Although grouse and quail may 
fluctuate with population cycles, 
the wily crow always maintains 
its numbers. From the mountains 
to the swamps there are flocks 
of crows for the hunter who is 
handy with a crow call. 


Crow shooting this time of year 
is often easier than in the summer 
because the birds are ganged up 
more. And the young birds have 


‘not been shot at much and are 
not as smart as their elders. 


Crow shooting is not only legal 


the year around but desirable. 
Crows hurt quail nesting in the 
summer with their frequent 
raids and appetite for eggs. 


There is no limit shooting for 
crows to the hunters who have 
learned the tricks to outwit them. 


Raymond Coltraine, an Atlanta 
insurance man, is considered by 
many as the South’s Mr. Crow 
Hunter. His top mark for one 
day’s shooting is 66 crows. 

The most important thing for 
the novice to remember is to hide 
from the crows. Camouflage 
suits are best but many hunters 
use homemade suits of dark 
green. 

Experienced crow hunters have 
found the shooting is about dou- 
bled if a mask is worn over the 
face. A hunter standing in the 
trees with his exposed face look- 
ing upward is sure to bring out 
the rapid caw-caw-caw of alarm. 

Some hunters use gloves and 

even paint their gun barrels a 

mottled color. The less sus- 

picious the crows are of humans 
on the scene, the more shooting 
for the hunter. 


“Most any motion is bad,” Col- 
traine says. “I often just stand 
very rigid beside a tree trunk and 
find this works very well.”

Cigar and pipe smokers, the 
report indicated, run a relatively 
greater risk of cancer of the 
inside of the mouth and upper 
throat than do cigaret smokers, 
though the latter run the greater 
risk of lung cancer.

Ernest L. Wynder of Sloan-Ket- 
tering Institute for Cancer Re- 
search at the opening session of 
the society’s scientific sympos- 
jum.

The Army’s long-standing doc- 
trinal differences with the De- 
fense department and the Air 
Force boiled to the surface at the 
third annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of the U.S. Army. This re- 
cently formed organization is 
composed of past and present 
members of the Army and acts 
as a private group to promote 
the Army’s cause. 

The Defense department, which 
has a standing policy against pub- 
lic airing of interservice differ- 
ences, failed in an attempt to 
prevent the outburst of Army 
criticism at the all-Army meet- 
ing. In one case, the Defense de- 
partment deleted a strongly word- 
ed passage from the speech of 
one Army general, only to dis- 
cover that the Army had already 
given out copies of the original 
speech. 


The quarrel of the Army of- 
ficials was with both doctrines 
and decisions of the Defense de- 
partment. They argued that the 
concept of retaliatory airpower is 
becoming outdated by ocean-span- 
ning ballistic missiles and empha- 
sis must be placed on develop- 
ment of defensive missiles. They 
also criticized past Defense de- 
partment orders limiting the role 
and range of Army missiles. 


ANTIMISSILE DEFENSES 


The Army’s top officer, Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, emphasized 
the need to develop a missile de- 
fense against the intercontinental 
ballistic missiles being developed 
by the Soviet Union. 


Obviously referring to object- 
tions raised in the Air Force and 
Defense Department against such 
an anti-missile missile system, 
the Army chief of staff observed: 
“I am sure that many of you 
have heard the statement that the 
dollar requirements for this kind 
of defense are astronomical and 
that the whole concept is beyond 
consideration.” 


Gen. Taylor assured the audi- 
ence, however, that Army studies 
indicate that this country can 
have an anti-missile missile de- 


-fense ‘for a price which is with- 


in reach.” 


Elaborating on this theme, Lt. 
Gen. Stanley R. Mickelsen, com- 
manding general of the USS. 
Army Air Defense Command, 
said that “‘the facts have caught 
up with the old adage that the 
best defense is a. good offense.” 


FACTS OF TODAY 


“The facts of today,” he said, 
“are that the atomic weapon, 
with the steadily improving 
methods of its delivery, gives a 
great advantage to the unopposed 
attacker. We must, therefore, be 
capable of an exceptional defense 
if we are to survive to wage 
war.” 

The speech that Gen. Mickel- 
sen delivered was a tamed-down 
version of the one he had origi- 
nally prepared to present to the 
association meeting. The original 
speech, with its sharp thrusts at 
air power doctrines, was vastly 
modified before being cleared by 
the defense department. But 
through what Army officials 
called *“‘a mistake” some of the 
original texts were passed out to 
reporters in advance of Defense 
Department clearance. 

The original Mickelsen speech 
claimed that interceptor aircraft 
are “‘obsolescent’”’ @€:nd that the 
threat of destruction by bombers 
is diminishing as intercontinental 
ballistic missiles are developed.

“QUIET, FRIENDLY” 


“Ours was a quiet, friendly 
place where you could get good 
food and good drinks,” Mr. 
Kriendler insisted. 


Prohibition was no problem. 

Pirates were their biggest 
problem. 

“That was during World War 
TI.” Mr. Kriendler recalled. 
‘“‘We could offer only a limited 
menu, but our biggest problem 
was help. Other establishments 
pirated our employes — offered 
them a few more dollars a 
week. It was quite a headache.” 

Mr. Kriendler, who holds the 
rank of colonel in the Air Force 
Reserve, was away from the 
business for four years during 
the war, but even so he was 
aware of the situation. While he 
is now vice president and treas- 
urer of 21 Brands, Inc., he still 
stays in close contact with the 
club, named jor its street ad- 
dress, 21 East 52nd St. 


MISSES PEOPLE 

“I do a lot of traveling now,” 
he said, “and 1 miss the most 
rewarding phase of the restau- 
rant business — actual contact 
with the people, all kinds of 
people.” 

Through the years, Mr. 
Kriendler has indeed met all 


kinds of people — from kings _ 


and princes to career girls and 
white-collar workers. Constant 
personal attendance by at least 
one of the owners goes hand in 
hand with the club’s policy of 
privacy for its patrons. And 
kings are on the same level as 
office workers once they pass 
the club’s entrance.

Children Should Ask 


Permission To Wander 


The readers write: 


Q. I have friends who claim it is all right for chil- 
dren to wander around homes they visit and open 
doors or closets because they think that is the way 
children satisfy their curiosity. 


Others say they have no right 
to open closed doors or closets 
in their own homes or when 
visiting without permission. Do 
you think it wrong or right for 
a 10-year-old to do these things? 

A. If he does it with his 
hostess’ consent, I think it is 
all right. If he snoops around 
on his own, I think it is wrong. 
Children are curious about the 
homes of others. Adults won- 
der, too, but sometimes man- 
age to restrain their curiosity. 

Very few of us actually have 
skeletons in our closets, but I 
think children always hope 
they will encounter one. A rule 
of “‘look—with permission—but 
don’t touch” can’t hurt a bit. 
WON’T CHEW FOOD 

Q. My 27-month-old son will 
not chew his food. He is a poor 
eater, is still on strained foods, 
and gags on anything a little 
thicker. It’s embarrassing and 
makes me nervous. I wish I 
knew what to do. 


A. And has teeth? Why not 
ignore strained foods altogether 
and offer him the food you eat. 
If he’s hungry enough and 
healthy (I assume your doctor 
has examined thoroughly), he’ll 
make the effort. 


Q. What causes a child to ride 
his bed? Our boy is 18 months 
old and gets on his knees and 
“rides” before going to sleep 
day or night. We have even 
heard him at 3 a.m. 

A. He probably has discov- 
ered he can do this with ease, 
and so exults in it. It certainly 
is nothing to worry about. He 


| can’t hurt himself. All he does 


is strengthen his muscles. Why 
bother about it at all unless he 
shrieks while doing it? He’ll 
probably end up a champion 
bicyclist. 

HOW MUCH SLEEP 


Q. Can you tell me how much 
sleep a boy of 11 and a boy of 7 
need? 

A. This varies not only in 
age, but with the child. While 
one would assume a child of 7 
needs more sleep than one of 
11, I know a child of 8 who re- 
quires far less sleep than the 


child of 11: with whom he 


sleeps. 

The rule-of-thumb on sleep 
for school children, however, 
is that an ll-year-old needs 10 
hours sleep and a 7-year-old 11 
or 12. You can judge for your- 
self whether each is getting 
enough sleep by watching his 
general health, his disposition, 
and his state of fatigue. 

Q. My grandson is 2%. In the 
last few months he has gotten 
to where he will not eat a thing 
for days. He is full of life and 
very active. Doctors tell us not 
to worry. How long can he last 
at this rate? 

A. If he is full of life and ac- 


tive, he can last forever. He 


must be sneaking the cat’s food. 
Or perhaps he is too full of milk 
and nibbled candy to eat at the 
table.

Q. My son is 7 and prefers 
to play with girls. The boys 
won't play with him because a

The American motorist will have to pay any- 
where from $35 to $225 more than a year ago to wheel 
home one of the auto industry’s newest offerings. 

| The “average” 1958 model will cost close to $100 more than 
its predecessor. 

That, at least, is the case on price announcements for 1958 
cars that will succeed comparable 1957 models— 
revealed thus far only by American Motors and 
General Motors. 


However, more than half (42) of the 76 such 
models will bear increases averaging less than 
$85, while only a third (25) have been marked 
up $110 or more. 


Two others—the Ambassador Super and Cus- 
tom four-door sedans by Rambler—have been 
trimmed $234 and $279, respectively, below the 
comparable 1957 Nash Ambassadors. 

Another 38 new models weren't available in 
1957. 
| These include the 18 Edsel models, which carry price tags 
ranging trom $2,519 to $3,801—almost exactly the price field cov- 
ered by the 1958 Oldsmobiles that will come with relatively mild 
‘price hikes ranging from $35 to $77.

This is the time for everyone to 
remain cool and to think clearly 
about the Asian flu situation. Ru- 
mors have been running wild and 
hysteria will mount as the blow 
by blow descriptions appear and 
the number of victims incz-ases. 

Even if the epidemic material- 


izes, it will not be comparable to 


the pandemic of 1918-19. Asian 
flu is relatively mild. The deaths 
that have occurred were due to 
pneumonia, which arises as a sec- 
ondary infection. 

This is the same complication 
that occurred in 1918 but the 
death rate is low because we 
have penicillin and other anti- 
biotics to fight the disease. 

The chances are that every res- 
piratory infection that develops 
between now and next April will 
be tagged Asian flu. But we can 
bet our last dollar that the strep- 
tococcus and ordinary viruses A 
and B will not iemain ie this 

winter. There is some talk that 
influenza virus B may go on a 
rampage, and if so, there will be
